Warring Factions Reach an 


Agreement 


Peace throughout Mexico is the op- 


timistic estimate of tne situation in 
the republic expressed in a statement 
made public by the Constitutionalist 
agency in Washington. 


Even Emlliano Zapata, th« incorrigi- 


ble and irreconcilable leader of the 
rebel forces in southwestern Mexico, 
has come into the fold. 


Generals Obregon and Villa have ar- 


ranged a composition of the difficulties 
which recently arose in the state of 
Sonora and peace has been established 
among the warring factions. 


The Constitutionalist agency suma 


up the situation as follows: 


"Zapata's allegiance to the Constitu- 


tionalist government is of great mo- 
ment. It means the end of all guerrilla 
warfare in southern Mexico and the 
initiation of stable order and quiet In 
ahose greatly harrassed provinces. 


"The satisfactory settlement of the 


feud in Sonora between the followers 
of GdVernor Maytorena and Colonel 
Calles Removes the possibility of this 
altercation growing into a revolt 
against the central overnment. Peace 
is now virtually established through 
the entire country." 


The message from Mexico City did 


not give any details of the agreement 
reached between Zapata and Carranza 
except that the former had pledged 
himself to recognize the new govern- 
ment. It is known that Zapata has 
been fighting for years to obtain agrar- 
ian reforms and it is thought that 
when he was convinced* that Carranza 
was honestly determined to bring the 
same reforms to the people that he 
agreed readily to co-operate with him. 
Zapata' was in sympathy with Madero 
on'', this score, but reactionary influ- 
ences succeeded in separating the two 


Gen. Powell Clayton Dead. 


-> Generalt P'owell Clayto'n, who for 
more than fifty years has been a fig- 
ure in pational politics as a Republi- 
can, died in his apartments in Wash- 
ington after a long illness. He was 
80 years old ad a native of Penna. He 
served In the Civil War as an officerr 
first as a captain of infantry. He was 
gradually promoted until he came out 
of the service as a brigadier general 
at the close of the war. Following 
the war he settled on a plantation 
near-Pine Bluff, Ark., and from that 
day until he ceased his activities In 
national politics he was recognized as 
the leader of the Republican party in 
that state. He was governor of Ar- 
kansas from 1868 to 1871, arid then 
served as United States Senator until 
1877.

It means the end of all guerrilla 
warfare In southern Mexico and the 
initiation of stable order and quiet In 
ahose greatly harrassed provinces. 


“The satisfactory settlement of the 
feud in Sonora between the followers 
of Governor Maytorena and Colonel 
Callea ^removes the possibility of this 
altercation 
growing into a 
revolt 
against the central overnm ent Peace 
Is now virtually established through 
the entire country.” 


The message from Mexico City did 
not give any details of the agreement 
reached between Zapata and Carranxa 
except that the former had pledged 
himself to recognize the new govern* 
m ent 
It is known that Zapata haa 
been fighting for years to obtain agrar­ 
ian reforms and it is thought that 
when he was convinced that Carransa 
was honestiy determined to bring the 
seme reforms to the people that he 
agreed readily to co-operate with him.

A heat test was then 
tried, and was completely succes^ul, 
noies being subjected to a tempera- 
tore of 176 degrees Fahrenheit.

Add the beaten whites last; stir in two 
cupfuls of chopped apple and cook In 
deep fat 
Sour apple Is best 


Clubhouse Potatoes.—Cook potatoes 


in their jackets, peel and cut In cubes. 
Put one tablespoonful of butter to 
each cupsful of potatoes in a hot sauce- 
pan; 
sprinkle with salt and paprika, 


then add thin cream to Just cover the 
potatoes. Cook slowly forty-five min- 
utes. 


Spiced 
Banana*.—Take two tea- 


spoonfuls of allspice and cinnamon, 
one-half cupful of water, one cupful of 
sugar and boil until thick; then add a 
half cupful of orange juice, a fourth 
of a cupful of lemon juice and add six 
bananas; cook until thoroughly heat- 
ed. Serve with the sauce poured over 
them. 


Canning Young Beets.—Cut off the 


leaves, leaving a good stem; wash 
without breaking the skin; cook until 
tender; take off the skin and fill jars 
with the beets; add two tablespoonfuls 
of sugar to each quart; a teaspoonful 
of salt, and fill witti luke warm water, 
set in a kettle half filled with water 
and cook for and hour, adjust rubbers 
and seal cans.

PREPARING FRUIT FOR WINTER. 


When the thermometer Is climbing 


Into the nineties is usually the time 


when It IB necessary for 
the frugal housewife, to 
prepare for the winter 
supply of preserves and 
marmalades, which can 
never be bought in the 
market 
equal 
t6 
the 


home-prepared klnda. 


It takes real fortitude 


to take the time one would enjoy at 
lake or stream to prepare fruit, even 
in the best equipped and ventilated 
kitchen. In hot weather. Peaches, 
which are such delicious frmlt, may 
be a delight long after they are out 
of season If carefully prepared. 


Peach Marmalade.—Boil 12 pounds 


of peaches until reduced to a pulp, 
with a small amount of water, then 
put them through a sieve and add a 
half pound of sugar for each pound 
of fruit. 
Boll together, stirring con- 


stantly, until reduced to a thick 
marmalade. 
Put away In bottles or 


jars for winter use. 


A delicious filling for cake or for a 


sauce for ice cream may be made of 
very ripe peaches, peeled and put 
through a colander, then mixed with 
equal parts of sugar and put In sealed 
jars In the ice chest 
Weeks after 


peaches are out of the market this 
sauce will still be good if kept in cold 
storage in the Ice chest. This makes 
excellent fruit for shortcake, too. 


Plum Catsup.—Take half a peck 


of blue plums, one pint of vinegar, 
half the weight of the plums in sugar 
or less if liked less sweet 
Add a 


tablespoonful each of cloves, cinna- 
mon and allspice, tied In a muslin 
cloth. Boil all together, strain through 
a colander and boll again until of the 
right consistency 


Spiced Peaches-—Take three pounds 


of sugar, a pint and a half of good 
vinegar, one ounce of cloves, two 
sticks of cinnamon, boll all together, 
then add seven pounds of peeled 
peaches. Let them heat 
through 


slowly, then when tender and rich in 
color dip them from tho sirup anfl 
put Into jars. 
Boll the sirup down 


till quite thick and pour over them. 
Seal and serve with meats In winter. 
These are the same as the old-time 
pickled peaches which were never 
peeled.

Put one tablespoonful of butter to 
each cupiful of potatoes In a hot sauce­ 
pan; sprinkle with salt and paprika, 
then add thin cream to just cover the 
potatoes. Cook slowly forty-flve min­ 
utes. 


Splcsd 
Bsnsnas.—Take 
two 
tea­ 
spoonfuls of allspice and cinnamon, 
one-half cupful of water, one cupful of 
sugar and boil until thick; then add a 
half cupful of orange juice, a fourth 
of a cupful of lemon Juice and add six 
bananas; cook until thoroughly heat­ 
ed. 
Serve with the sauce poured over 
them. 


Canning Young Bests.—Cut off the 
leaves, leaving a good stem; wash 
without breaking the skin; cook until 
tender; take off the skin and fill jars 
with the beets; add two.tabiespoonfuls 
of sugar to each quart; a teaspoonful 
of salt, and fill with luke warm water, 
set in a kettle half filled with water 
and cook for and hour, adjust rubbers 
and seal cans.

When the thermometer Is climbing 
Into the nineties la usually the time 


when It is necessary for 
the frugal housewife to 
prepare for the winter 
supply of preserves and 
marmalades, which can 
never be bought In the 
market 
equal 
to 
the 
home-prepared kinds. 


It takes real fortitude 
to take the time one would enjoy at 
lake or stream to prepare fruit, evea 
In the best equipped and ventilated 
kitchen, in hot weather. 
Peaches, 
which are such delicious fruit, may 
be a delight long after they are out 
of season if carefully prepared. 


Peaeh Msrmalad#.—Boil 12 pounds 
of peaches until reduced to a pulp, 
with a small amount of water, then 
put them through a sieve and add a 
half pound of sugar for each pound 
of fruit. 
Boll together, stirring con­ 
stantly, 
until 
reduced to s thick 
marmalade. 
Put away In bottles or 
Jars for winter use. 


A delicious filling for cake or for a 
sauce for ice cream may be made of 
very ripe peaches, peeled and put 
through a colander, then mixed with 
equal parts of sugar and put In ssaled 
jars In the ice chest. 
Weeks aftsr 
peaches are out of the market this 
sauce will still be good if kept in cold 
storage in the ice chest. This makss 
excellent fruit for shortcake, too. 


Plum Catsup.—Take half a peek 
of blue plums, one pint of vinegar, 
half the weight of the plums in sugar 
or less if liked less sweet. 
Add a 
tablespoonful each of cloves, cinna­ 
mon and allspice, tied lu a muslla 
cloth. Boil all together, strain through 
a colander and boll again until of th# 
right consistency. 


Spiced Peaches.—Take three pounds 
of sugar, a pint and a half of good 
vinegar, ono ounce of cloves, two 
sticks of cinnamon, boll all togethsr, 
then add seven pounds of peeled 
peaches. 
Let 
them 
heat 
through 
slowly, then when tender and rich la 
color dip them from the sirup aad 
put Into jars.

On Thursday afternoon, ju«t an James 


Moore, the 15 year old eon of Henry W. 
Moore, who reside* near Seven Hundred 
JBchool house, in Hamilton townnliip, wan 
about to drive away from the edge of the 
Hton<> quarry uituatcd above Uickn' Dam, 
between the cottage of George Gitt and 
the iron bridge, along the Conewago 
creek, with a wagon load of etone« for the 
cottage of MTH. Kindig, gome distance 
away, one of the two horses bitched to the 
wagon, made a backward movement, arid 
the boy and the team were precipitated 
over the edge, and down the rocky and 
wooded side of the quarry to the bottom, 
fifty feet below. The heavily laden rear 
end of the wagon, onf**» over th*» *"3gp, 
caused the boy on the seat and the tongue 
and the horses to be pitched into the air, 
Moat fortunately, the boy fell clear of the 
falling team crashing down the quarry 
side 
Bound after bound down the side 


he took and finally landed semi-conscious 
in a heap at the bottom. 
With a crack- 


ing and crashing, the horses and wagou 
pitched 
from tree to tree and 
from 


rock to rock, to land in a jumbled maessit 
the bottom, wedged between two trees on 
the very edge of the creek. Falling stones 
and the shrieks of onlookers added to the 
horror of the situation. The father of the 
boy and a number of others working near- 
by hastened, terror stricken, to the scene. 
The boy was found lying dazed on the 
creek bank, but he soon revived. 
He 


sustained two cuts on the head, one about 
three inches long, which required five 
stitches; also, a number of bruises, none 
severe. A local surgeon was summoned 
to the Moore home, where the boy was 
taken, and be rendered the necessary aid. 
The boy feels no ill effects and a little 
worse over his awful experience. 


In its descent, the wagon was only 


slightly damaged.

In the meantime, the regular train reach- 
ing Gettysburg at 9 37 o'clock, arrived at 
Maria Furnace and the boy was placed 
aboard and brought to Gettysburg. Dr.

Some of 
thetn indicated a soldier of commissioned 
rank, and were the New York Excelsior 
button. Others were evidently from those 
of privates' uniforms.

were found portions of shoes 
The most 


valuable part of the discovery from a fi- 
nancial standpoint was two five dollar gold 
piei-es, one of the date of 1833 and the 
other dated 1844.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Ffopostng an amendment to Motion one, 
article eight oi the Constitution at Penn- 
•ylv&nla. 
Be It resolved by the Senate and H*pie 
•( Representative* ot the Commonwdtlth 
tt Pennsylvania In General Aanembly met. 
That the following amendment to tho 
Constitution of PeimBylvanla be, and the 
tame Is hereby, proposed. In accordance 
with the eighteenth article thereof:— 
That section one of article eight, wttloh 


reads as follows: 
"Section L Every male citizen twenty- 


one years of age, possessing the following 
qualifications, shall be entitled to vote at 
all elections, subject, however, to such 
laws requiring and regulating the regis- 
tration of elector* as the General Assem- 
bly may enact: 
••First He shall have been a cltlsen of 
the United States at least one month. 
"Second. He shall have resided In the 
State one year (or. having previously 
been a qualified elector or native-born cit- 
izen of the State, he shall have removed 
therefrom and returned, then six months) 
Immediately preceding the election. 


"Third. He shall have resided In the 


election district where he shall offer to 
rote at least two months immediately 
preceding the election. 
"Fourth. If twenty-two years of age 
and upwards, he shall have paid within 
two years a State or county tax, which 
•hall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month be- 
fore the election," be amended so that 
the same shall read as follows: 
Section 3- Every citizen, male or fe- 
male, of twenty-one years of age, possess- 
ing the following qualifications, shall be 
entitled to vote at all elections, subject. 
however, to such laws requiring and regu- 
lating the registration of electors a* the 
General Assembly may enact: 
First He or she shall have been a citi- 


zen of the United States at least one 
month. 
Second. He or she shall have resided 


In the State one year (or, having pre- 
viously been a qualified elector or native- 
born citizen of the State, he or she shall 
have removed therefrom, and returned, 
then six months) immediately preceding 
the election. 
Third. He or she shall have resided in 
the election district where he or she shall 
offer to vote at least two months Imme- 
diately preceding the election. 
Fourth. If twenty-two years of age and 
upwards, he or she shall have paid within 
two years a State or county tax, which 
•hall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month be- 
fore the election. 
Fifth. Wherever the words "he," "hla," 
"him." and "himself" occur In any sec- 
tion of article VIII of this Constitution 
the same shall be construed as if written, 
respectively, "he or she." "his or her," 
"him or her." and "himself or herself."

Proposing an amendment to section eight 


of article nine of the ConatUuUMi of 
Pennsylvania. 
Suction 1. Be It resolved by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania In Gen- 
eral Assembly met. That the following 
!• proposed as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania, In accordance with the provi- 
sions of the eighteenth article thereof:— 


Amend section eight, article nine of the 


Constitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, which reads as follows: 


"Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school dfistate^ 
or other municipality or Incorporated dis- 
trict, ercept as herein provided, shall 
never exceed seven per centum upon the 
assessed value of the taxable property 
therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district Incur any new debt or In- 
crease its Indebtedness to an amount ex- 
ceeding two per centum upon such assess- 
ed valuation of property, without the as- 
sent of the electors thereof at a public 
election In such manner as shall be pro- 
vided by law; but any city, the debt of 
which now exceeds sev«n per centum of 
such assessed valuation, may be author- 
ized by law to increase the same three 
per centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter Incurred by 
the city and county of Philadelphia for 
the cor.:- ri rtif-i .": 1 development of sub- 
ways foi nuiisil purposes, or for the con- 
struction of wharves and docks, or the 
reclamation of land to be used In the con- 
struction of a system of wharves and 
docks, as public Improvements, owned or 
to be owi" ! by said city and county of 
Phlladelplu,,. and which shall yield to the 
city and county of Philadelphia current 
net revenues In excess of the Interest on 
sald^debt or debts, and of the annual In-

That ths following 
Is proposed as an amendment to the Con­ 
stitution of the Commonwealth of Penn­ 
sylvania, in accordance with the provi­ 
sions of the eighteenth article thereof:— 
Amend section eight, article nine of the 
Constitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, which reads as follows: 


"Section 8.

less of fault of employer or employee, and 
fixing the basis of ascertainment of such 
compensation and the maximum and mini­ 
mum limits thereof, and providing spe­ 
cial or general remedies for the collec­ 
tion thereof; but ln no other cases shall 
the General Assembly limit the amount 
to be recovered for injuries resulting in 
death, or for injuries to persons or prop­ 
erty, and in case of death from such in­ 
juries, the right of action shall survive.

ed neceasary 
In mailers arising in and 
under the operation of such system, judi­ 
cial powers, with right of appeal, may be 
conferred by the Le^lsJatuje upon county 
recorders and upon other officers by Jt 
designated.

An official statement issued by the 


war office in Paris said in effect that 
the French troops on the right have 
again taken the offensive and are driv 
ing the Germans back. 


On the left the allies were obliged 


to yield, according to the official an- 
nouncement, because of a series ol 
circumstances which turned in favoi 
of the Germans. 


The official statement, in full, is as 


follows: 


"First. In the Vosges and Lorraine 


our forces which took up the offensive 
in those districts Irom the very star! 
of the operations and have been re 
pulsing the enemy to beyond our fron- 
tiers, have finally experienced a seri 
ous .check before Mortagn, where they 
ran into very strong defensive opera 
tions. 


"These troops of ours had to retire 


to reconstitute their formations, some 
going to the fortified region around 
Nancy 
and 
some into the French 


Vosges. The Germans took up the of 
fensive, but our troops, after pushing 
the enemy's attacks hack on her al- 
ready organized rear positions, were 
able again to take up their attack two 
days ago. This attack has not ceased 
to make progress, though slowly. 


"It is a veritable siege of war that is 


going on in this region. Every position 
occupied is immediately organized on 
all sides, which accounts for the slow 
ness of our advance, which neverthe- 
le_3 is characterized by new local sue 
cesses daily. 


"Second. In regard to the region ol 


Nancy and southern TVoeuvre Since 
the beginning of the campaign this re- 
gion from fortified Metz to the for- 
tresses of Toul and Verdun has not 
been the theater of any important ac 
tion. 


1 
French Forced to Retire. 


"Third. Along the Meuse region be- 


tween Verdun and Mezieres 
The 


French initially assumed the offensive 
toward Longwy, Neuf chateau and Ha 
liseul. Our troops operating around 
Spincourt and Longuyon checked the 
enemy, notably the 
crown prince's 


army. On the contrary, around Neuf- 
chateau 
and Haliseul some of our[ 


troops suffered partial checks which 
forced them to fall back on the Meuse, 
but without suffering any disorgani- 
zation. This retreat obliged our forces 
which were 
operating around Spin- 


court to retreat also toward the Meuse. 
During the last few days the enemy 
sought to break 
through from thp 


Meuse with considerable forces, but 
was 
driven back to the river with 


heavy losses by our vigorous counter 
offensive. 
However, new German 


forces advanced by way of the Rocroi 
region, marching toward Rethel. At 
the present moment a general engage 
metn is under way in the region be 
tween the Meuse and Rethel, but it is 
impossibel to foresee its definite re 
suits. 
"Fourth. The operations in 
the 


north: The French and English forces 
initially advanced into the Slimeat 
Charleroi-Mons country. Several par 
tial checks were experienced in the 
forcing of the Meuse by the Germans, 
and around Givet, 0.1 our ttank, they 
forced our troops to retreat The Ger- 
mans were seeking always to over 
flc .v us at the west.

Germany annexed Belgium as a Ger- 


man province and appointed military 
and civil governors.

Prussia continues to be the marvel of 
the military situation. Just as the al- 
lies were outnumbered a few days ago 
in Belgium so are the Germans out- 
numbered T)y the Russians.

Se- 
vere fighting is also reported, in th£ 
vicinity of Amiens.

He said that because of the 
wonderful cures effected by applica­ 
tion to cancer of radium rays there 
bad sprung up a host of impostors and 
quacks 
who 
were 
foisting alleged 
cures upon the public. He addeo: 


Since there now are less than two grams 
of radium in the United States and it is 
valued at 1130,000 a gram these claims 
acarcely are plausible 
. 


Wonders that actually have been ac­ 
complished in curing cancer through 
the use of radium were described to 
the chemical section by Dr. Charles L 
Parsons, chief of the division of min­ 
eralogy In the government bureau of 
mines. 
He exhibited several photo­ 
graphs showing the results of radium 
treatment for cancer. 


Lm-k of co-operation between mine
